Oh sure... .apply fa 
un-employment insurance... But if you are from out of 
state you are not eligable. 

Here is a little story of Oírlos and his family. 

Oírlos lives in a state where money is very hard to e- 
am and wages are very low. The reason they are low 
is because of the Mexican Border being so close. There 
are many ' Bracerros' and Alambres' that will work fa 
very low wages. With this situation, what can Oírla 
do? 

Oírlos hears, in town, that there is a county 
in Oilifomia with many canneries as well as 
field work for his wife and children. Not only 
is there plenty of work, but the wages are very 
good. Sold on the idea. Oírlos gathers his few 
belongings and what little money he saved and 
sets out for this Santa Clara County. 

Arriving, After a long tiresome trip, in his 
beat up old car, he find a ranch where there 
is plenty of fruit to be picked and a small can¬ 
nery close by. He is given a shabby little ca¬ 
bin for his family to stay in. From then on 
things are very good. Carlos is so impressed by 
this Santa Clara weather and high wages that he 
decided that he is not going back to his home 
town. Why should he? Jobs are plentiful, the 
weather cold and rainy every so often, but it 
is nothing compared to the hot, dry summer and 
extreme cold winter that he has back home, Ca¬ 
rlos decides to stay so he does. ' l 

Everything is fine, the children go to school 
and Carlos goes to work. .Winter comes.. Now 
is when the big blow comes. Boom! I No Mote 
work 111 All of the canneries are closed down I 
What shall he do? Carlos didn't realize that 
fruit work is only seasonal and he will be un¬ 
employed during the winter. His money has 
run out now, so he gets an odd job now and then 

but his darling kids don't eat now and then- 

they eat three times a day. Carlos isreally in 
a rut now. Everything seems hopeless IPepino, 

Carlos' s friend, advises him to go to the Welfare 
Department. Carlos goes, but because of being 
from out of state, they cannot help him. All 
Carlos needs is enough to get him through to 
next spring.Then he can always find some kind 


of a job. Pepino remembers of the annual United Food 
Drive, So hegives Carlos' name to one of the clubs in 
this drive. Carlos' name was on a large list -Pepi¬ 
no worried that there would not be enough food or mo¬ 
ney to give to Carlos. .Pepino later found that the li¬ 
st of names of needy families was compared with thelist 
the Welfare has.Many people have problems like Ca¬ 
rlos and have been put on the Welfare or on the United 
Food Drive List. 

Late one evening after a hard day of trying to find a 
job, Carlos came home to find his family at the door 
waiting for him as usual-But this time, insteod of hun¬ 
gry sad face, they are all smiles from ear to ear. As 
Carlos sits down ot the empty table, he notices that it 
is no longer empty. As a matter of fact it is cluttered 
with all kinds of food, in a corner he sees a sock of 
beans and next to it a sack of flour. Very grateful Ca¬ 
rlos thinks of how now his family won't go hungry any¬ 
more. Sure, the food will be eaten but by then spring 
will be here and he can always get a job then. Now 
Carlos has many friends.These friends are all the mem¬ 
bers of the Clubs and Organizations that have success¬ 
fully given another food drive.

The location is 
called SEA CUFF it is a Park operated by the State. 
Swimming, Fishing and Picnic facilities are available. 



THE STORY OF THE OLD SHIP 
" THE PALO ALTO* 

About 1916 ¿¿ring the First World War, two cement 
Ships were built in the Oakland Estuary. They were 
called the‘PERALTA* and the ‘PALO ALTO' . The 
two ships were bui It and completely outfitted by the 
government to serve as supply ships. The war ended 
before they could make their maiden voyage, after I aun 
ching in 1919. 

The ‘PERALTA* was taken over by private interests 
and operated as a reduction boat for the fishing industry 
both in Monterey Bay and in Alaskan waters. It has 
been reported that after many years of such use she 
broke up on the rocks along the Aleutians. 

The “ PALO ALTO" remained in the estuary for a time 
and the government stripped her down when it was fin 
finally decided not to use her. 

The Cal-Nevada Stock Co. saw the possibilities in 
making an amusement and fishing boat out of her, and 
she was towed by a Red Stock tug to her present loca 
tion in 1929. 

So the " PALO ALTO" hod reached the end of her sea 
going life, for after she was placed properly in line 
with the end of the pier, her seacocks were opened and 
she settled on the ocemi bottom as waters flooded her 
holds. 




After months of construction, a new pier was finished 
the ship was revamped and both were ready for use by 
summer. There was a dance floor on the main deck 
and a cafe in the superstructure. A series of carnival 
concessions were fitted out on the after deck. People 
flocked from miles around to enjoy the new fun boat 
and fishing pier. The ship was operated in this fashion 
for several seasons, then given up as a bright spot, her 
deck stripped, and the pier and ship were both used 
for fishing purposes only. 

The surrounding area, including the pier and ship, was 
taken over in the early 1930's by the state and operated 
as a State Beach Park. 

The " PALO ALTO* showed a tiny break following the 
first storm after her demise as a gay concession, and 
really began to break as the heavy storm continued. 
The rough weather in 1939 finally caused her back to 
break, andshesettledheavilyontothesandstone bottom 
of the bay, and never moved again. Occasionally a 
huge wave will cause her to sway to ond fro, but she 
remains in this last resting place.

LOS ARGENSOLA. 

Luperció Leonardo de Argensola (1563-1613) y su her¬ 
mano Bartolomé Leonardo de Argensola (1564-1631) 
apellidados los Horacios españoles, nacieron en Barbas 
tro y fueron dos escritores distinguidos de gusto acriso¬ 
lado e ilustración poco común. Ambos hablaban el 
castellano tan puramente que el gran Lope de Vega 
dijo de ellos: Los Argensola vinieron a Castilla desde 
Aragon a enseñar el castellano. 

Lupercio fue sucesivamente secretario del duque de 
Villahermosa, de la emperatriz viuda Doña Mariá de 
Austria y del conde de Lemos virrey de Ñapóles. Con¬ 
taba apenas veinte años cuando escribió las tragedias 
Filis, Isabela y Alejandra, que fueron muy aplaudidas: 
pero su reputación es debida principalmente a las Odas, 
Epístolas, Sátiras y Sonetos. Bartolomé' abrazó la ca¬ 
rrera eclesiástico^ fue'rector de Villahermosa capella'n 
de la Emperatriz y por último canónigo de Zaragoza 
y cronista de Aragón. Gozo de gran renombre litera- 
rio, porla corree ion y propiedad de su lenguaje. Escri 
bio"Odas, Canciones, Redondillas, Sátiras y Sonetos, asi' 


como la Conquista de las Molucas y unos Anales de 
Aragon.
